Courier-Journal: A touching scene 
was that presented Saturday afternoon 
by Mrs. Seraphine Tate in the office of 
George W. Long. United States Mar¬ 
shal. She was dressed plainly and was 
seated at the opposite side of Miss Hor 
tense Horton’s desk, awaiting the ap¬ 
pearance of Dr. Ben L. Bruner, who 
was to take her to the Jefferson county 
jail to await the action of the United 
States Court, which convenes next 
week. 

As a reporter entered the office and 
inquired the news of a deputy Mrs 
Tate turned her head and quickly she 
asked of Mias Horton what that meant. 
In whispered tones Miss Horton told 
her that it meant that whenever anyone 
was arrested it was published in the 
papers. Tears began to roll down her 
cheeks and as she glanced at the re 
porter ahe took her handkerchief from 
her pocket and wiped them away. She 
again turned to Miss Horton and re¬ 
plied that it broke her heart to think 
that it would be published in the papers 
that she had been arrested. 

Mrs. Tate was indicted October «, 1 
1904, on three counts by the United 1 
States grand jury. Two of the counts 1 
charge her with making false affidavits, 
in which she declared she was the wid¬ 
ow of John F. Pittman, a soldier of the 
Civil War, and asked for a widow's 
pension at the rate of $12 a month. I 
The other count charges her with per¬ 
jury in that she swore before S. M. 
Cutler, a Pension Agent, that she had : 
never married since the death of Pitt- , 
man. The proof in the case is that 
, Mrs. Tate was married to George Tate 
in Boyle county, January 21, 1900. The 
law is that the widow of a soldier is 
not entitled to a pension after she has 
married again. 

When Mrs. Tate was indicted she 
was residing in Marion county, which 
is in the Western district of Kentucky, 
but she was arrested in Boyle county, 
which is in the Eastern district. She 
was arrested bv C. K.-Hines, Deputy 
United States Marshal, of Somerset, i>t ‘ 
her home near Mitchelsburg, Boyle 
county.

It is like- i 
lv, therefore, that .there will be an in¬ 
creasing tendency to read the daily for 
its news and the weekly for the 
thoughtful government. A weekly pa¬ 
per can be published without great ex¬ 
pense and can be edited hy the owner. 
Its circulation will depend partly upon 
the popularity of the ideas presented 
and partly upon the ability with which 
the paper is edited. 

Fourth-The political weekly has a 
wider field than the daily can possibly- 
have because a daily published in one 
city can not hope to invade the pr>- 
cincts of another city, but a weekly 
published anywhere . in the United 
States can find its way into every vil¬ 
lage and hamlet of the country. Its 
contents are not valuable because of 
their freshness as news, but because 
! of their permanent usefulness in the 
consideration of questions of moment.

A SHERIFF FROM WESTERN KENTUCKY 


The Legislature adjourned 
Tuesday. In some respects it 
has been a good one; maybe in 
some respects it hasn’t been a 
good- one, but, all in all, it was 
about as good as the "average." 
An old mother once said of her 


Judge George DuRelle, toast¬ 
master at a Republican "love- 
feast,” socalled, held .in the city 
of Fankfort on last Thursday 
night, used this language: 

“We have come together for a love- 
feast, and not as Democrats come; to¬ 
gether when it takes a sheriff to separ¬ 
ate them." 

There is nothing in the above 
language to warrant a verv 
lengthy "come-back”—no ar¬ 
gument to answer at all, just 
merely a little spiel thrown out by 
the speaker to get the boys to clap 
a hand and toss a hat. But when 
the speaker referred to sheriffs in 
Democratic meetings, intimating 
that Democrats are disorderly and 
criminal, to say the least of him 
he displayed more brass than a 
government mule brays away in 
a life-time. Sheriffs in Demo¬ 
cratic meetings! Perhaps there 
mav have been, somewhere, 
sometime; if not, perhaps there 
.ought to have been. But will the

O. Brad¬ 
ley would have said: “This'must 
not be done!" and then proceed¬ 
ed to beat back that cringing 
gang called from their ghastly 
rendezvous of blood to do murder 
in its most horrible form—to beat 
them back with the strong, un¬ 
relenting arm ot law. 

We know of one sheriff from a i 
Western Kentucky county who 
was in that meeting in Frankfort 
in which the plans were formed 
to kill Goebel. He saw the ter¬ 
rible plot unfolded in its detail,

If 't Is necessary to move the 
heu she will generally accept the uew 
nest provided the change is made at 
night. Dark nests give the best re 
suits, and they should lie well Ailed 
with straw or dried grass. 

| From twelve to fifteen eggs are put 
under a hen. de{>endlng on the size of 
the ben: In cold weather It ia best to 
put tli? fewer number of eggs, while 
late In the spring as many as seventeen 
can tie put under her. It Is Just as 
necessity to select the eggs and use 
only wjell shaped eggs for sitting under 
hens as for the artificial method of 
hatching. In warm weather, when the 
chicks are liable to dry In the shell. It 
la a great help to thoroughly sprinkle 
the eggs. There need be no fear of 
chilling, for tjie heat of the heu will 
quickly bring them back to the proper 
teni|>oran>re. If two or more hens nre 
set at the same time It is advisable to 
give one of the hens lioth lots of chick¬ 
ens to mother and reset the other. 

Before starting our hatchers we thor¬ 
oughly fumigate our houses by hunting 
sulphur candles In them, nnd as an ex¬ 
tra precaution we sprinkle both hen 
and neat with lice powder. Idee will 
lower b hen's vitality, reduelug her 
beat and causing In this wuy poor 
hatches.

Healthy fowls of 
a first clatj* laying breed Hre not likely, 
to be Improved by crossing as regards 
thetr health and their laying power. 
On the contrary, different layers when 
crossed vqltli a better laying breed 
WlH produj-e progeny that will be fair¬ 
ly certain |to produce more eggs than 
themselves. The progeny of weakly 
stock are Improved by crossing with 
healthy stork. In crossing there should 
be a definite object tn view, and then 
the advantage sought can usually be 
gained to a greater or less extent.
